There is room for the imlcllnito expan- 
sion of such industries. 
What these 


purchasers take is no one's loss, pres- 
ent or prospective. There is simply an 
addition to our pr-oduelivc and con- 
sumptive ability. Nor is there any va- 
riation from American business meth- 
ods. 
Tho foreign purchasers aro par- 


ticular to retain American Jntorcst and 
management for the purpose ofmahi- 
laiuiug American methods. 


In tho case of tho alien aeqnsition of 


laud all this is changed. We are part- 
ing with that, Iho loss of which, cannot 
he made up. We are handing over our 
patrimony to sti-angers who havo no in- 
terest in it except for what they can 
make out of it. 
Wo risk tho transplan- 


tation to American soil of Kngltsh land- 
ed policy. The tendency in tho United 
States toward a change from freehold 
lo leasehold, or rental of land, is un- 
pleasantly manifest where, the owner- 
ship is in our own citizens. This phase 
of our business life is far more threat- 
ening than tho farm mortgages wliich 
have recently been made Iho theme of 
so much nonsensical 
writing.

growth of farm mortgages is not as 
great as has been reported,and is large- 
ly indicative of enterprise and improve- 
ment which will eventually pay off thc 
debts. 


The tendency throughout Continen- 


tal Europe is lo discourage alien own- 
ership of land, or even alien residence. 
It Is duo to the fact that political exi- 
gencies require all proprietors and den- 
izens to be devoted to the interests of 
the country as against neighboring 
Slates. It is a matter of national de- 
fense. The ultra liberalizing tenden- 
cies resulting from that saturnalia of 
theories, Ihe French Revolution, mado 
for the ''brotherhood of man" doctrine 
but hard experience shows that thc 
world is not yet ready for that.
